The opposition to Mr. Mellon is not distinctively of 
democratic flavor. 
It is true that Representative 
Clamer of Texas, the ranking democratic floor lead­ 
er. vigorously criticised the secretary of the treasury 
in congress a few days ago on the ground that the 
latter had allowed huge refunds of income taxes to 
gig*ntie Industrial organizations In the east. partic­ 
ularly the United States Steel corporation. Congress­ 
man Oamer charged there would be a deficit In na­ 
tional revenues as a result of the $30 000.000 refund 
which the steel corporation received, and In a meas­ 
ure, at least, his contention* are borne out by state­ 
ments from party associates of Mr. Mellon. 
The real fight against Mr. Mellon is being conduct­ 
ed by Influential newspapers and prominent central 
Western republican leaders, who have been impor­ 
tuning President-clrct Hoover to appoint a new man 
as head of the treasury department. 
There Is The 
Des Moines Register, which gave Mr. Hoover ardent 
and enthusiastic support during the last campaign, 
suggesting that there would be no sense of loss if 
Mr. Mellon was to be replaced. The Register recalls 
that the country quickly adjusted itself to the de­ 
cision bv Mr. Coolidge not to be a candidate for re­ 
election and It concludes thst America would not find 
It difficult to flu Melton s place 


There are a number of points involved in the critl- 
ciam of Mr. Melton's administration. 
The principal 
one centers in the failure to enforce prohibition 
But 
on that acor# it may develop Mr. Hoover has other 
plans for the handling of the vexing and puzzling 
problem cd making the dry laws more effective. There 
has been strong criticism of the policy of placing en­ 
forcement In the banda of the treasury department 
instead of the department of Justice where it more 
logically belongs 
It would not be surprising if some 
reorganization vt this character took place. 
The moat telling fire directed against Mr. Mellon 
concerns his financial measures. 
The policy of Issu­ 
ing abort term certificates for refunding purposes has 
been made a target. It has been necessary, his critics 
say, to pay 4 1-4 per cent Interest on short time pa­ 
per when the prevailing rate was 3*4 per cent That 
has coat the country a great deal In interest charges. 
Then again, Mr. Mellon Is charged with failure to 
furnish congress with accurate estimates for the 
formulation of revenue policies. The tax bills drawn 
in accordance with his views have produced much 
more revenue than was actually needed. On the lat­ 
ter score the American people will have no regrets 
but on the former 
there Is a 
wide divergence of 
opinion. 
Probably the greatest dissatisfaction with Mr. Mel­ 
ton arises over the belief that under his tax program 
wealth la being unduly ravened. 
The greatest pro­ 
portionate reductions have fallen to the immensely 
rich. Tile men and the organizations of huge wealth 
have profited most In tax refunds. He hat the out­ 
look of the eastern capitalist and has been a persist­ 
ent advocate of the abolition of the federal Inheri­ 
tance tax. 
• * • 
The antagonism to Mr. Mellon is general rather 
than specific. By many he Is looked upon as a rather 
sinister figure behind the president, cold and indiff­ 
erent toward the masses, unsympathetic towards the 
central west, enthusiastic only for a continuation of 
the policies which have put the industrial east in the 
saddle. 
He will not be unseated without a sharp struggle. 
Hi is a powerful and influential figure in the repub­ 
lican party. His attitude toward Mr, Hoover s candi­ 
dacy was unknown until a few hours before the 
opening of th# Kansas City convection but with the 
announcernennt of the Pennsylvania delegation it 
would support the president-elect. Mr. Mellon was 
credited with pulling tile strings. Under the circum­ 
stances it is difficult to see how Mr. Hoover could do 
anything but reappoint the secretary of the treasury 
in the event that the latter is anxious to serve. 


TREES IN YOSEMITE. 
It appears - practically 
certain O ut some of the 
finest specimens of trees to be found in the Yosemite 
National park will be sacrificed to the saw unless 
congress reverses itself on the appropriation Item for 
11,000.000 which was included in the revenue bill. Un­ 
der the provisions of the appropriation, none of the 
money was to be used until matched by a like amount 
raised by popular subscription. 
It was to be em­ 
ployed for the purchase of a strip of land in th* 
Yosemite National park, containing a magnificent 
stand of virgin timber, which is owned by lumber 
companies. They plan to begin cutting the trees next 
spring. 
It will be a matter of deep regret In after years 
lf this fine forest is sa cr if iced 
As it is, America has 
far too few national parks and playgrounds. There 
are only isolated areas where the magnificent trees 
which grow in Yosemite are to be found so that no 
time should be lost in making certain that this timber 
will not be destroyed. 
The prtvMely-owned lumber 
companies cannot be expected to reveal any senti­ 
ment in the matter. 
The offer of salt which they 
have made la said to be fair to the public, which 
is the main concern. The valuation placed upon the 
the land and timber Is not excessive. 
The opposition in congress undoubtedly arose from 
the fact that it was felt that the lumber companies 
were getting an undue price for their holdings, lf 
such wert the case then the government has the al­ 
ternative of buying under condemnation proceedings 
in which the valuation would be fixed by a board 
of appraisers. 
The important thing la that for $1,000,000 the peo­ 
ple of the United States cannot afford to sacrifice 
one of the finest features of Yosemite, one of the 
three outstanding parks In America. 
It would take 
500 years to replace some of the tree specimens which 
will fall before the ax and saw next spring In the* 
event that the government refuses to take over the 
tracts of land. 


THE FORTUNES OF WAR. 
Two outstanding commanders In the World war are 
critically ill. They are General Cadorna, who was In 
supreme command of the Italian armies until the 
disastrous defeat at Caporetta In 1017, and Grand 
Duke Nicholas, likewise a commander in chief of the 
Russian armies during the first phases of the struggle. 
In their careers it ip possible to observe the fickle 
fortunes of war. Cadorna In his tin t moves was pre- 
iminently successful and drove into Austrian terri­ 
tory. 
Then with 
German 
re-enforcements and a 
German general commanding operations, the Aus- 
trlans"broke through the Italian lines, and rolled 
back both wings In a retreat which became a rout 
before it terminated with Italy hanging tenaciously 
to a line on the Have river, thousands of her soldiers 
killed and captured, and the city of Venice menaced 
by invaders' guns. 
Nicholas was to experience a similar defeat. 
He 
was relieved of command in 1915. when the Orand 
Duke, driving furiously ahead, pushed the Austrians 
across the Carpithtan mountains, was caught unpre­ 
pared in a counter attack and before he could rally 
his troops had been compelled to evacuate all of the 
Austrian territory he had occupied, and surrender 
Poland. 
It was the first tryout for the tremendous 
concentration of artillery on a short front which was 
subsequently to play such a big role In the battles 
fought along the western front. 
Had they remained undefeated, Cadorna and Nich­ 
olas would have been enshrined as heroes. They were 
regarded as splendid strategists in the early years 
of Hie war but In accordance with military custom. 
it was necessary to remove them w’hen defeat came. 
They had no opportunity to retrieve their lost laurels. 
Foch. who came Into renown as the Allied general­ 
issimo in the closing months of the war. was more 
fortunate. 
He was held In reserve during the first 
years, and then carefully groomed in 1917 when it 
became apparent that unified command would be 
necessary. 
♦ 


THE LAW NOT TO BLAME. 
Inferential criticism of the United States Immigra­ 
tion rastriction and naturalization laws is contained in 
newspaper stories published now and then about 
husbands being separated from their wives, or fathers 
from their families, aud concerning men who have 
lived in this country a long time only to find at this 
late date that they are not American citizens and 
therefore ineligible to vote, because of the operation 
of those statutes. 
The latest example of the kind is tliat of an aged 
resident of Omaha, who has been in Nebraska 89 
years .and has been voting at every election, who 
discovers himself to be occupying the status of an 
unnaturalized alien. He came wRh his parents from 
Bohemia when 4 years of age and remembers no 
other home but this state yet because his father failed 
to take out naturalization papers he himself is still 
technically a foreigner, .although his children, bom in 
this country, arr classed as native Americans. 
It does seem unfair and even absurd, that an in­ 
dustrious and respected member of society, who no
